Washington, April 7.—Modi- 
fication of the Volstead act to 
permit the sale of beer and 
light wines is the only practical 
proposal for the enforcement 
of the eighteenth amendment, 
Representative William S. Vare, 
Pennsylvania republican, told 


the senate judiciary subcommit- | 


tee at its first night session 
Wednesday. 

Another witness, Judge Al- 
fred J. Talley, of the court of 
general sessions in New York, 
declared that the Volstead act 
today was the greatest single 
menace to the United States. 
He said that he was convinced 
that prohibition was responsi- 
ble for a general break in re- 


spect for law. 
Test in Pennsylvania. 

Vare is a candidate for the United 
States senate in Pennsylvania on a 
wet ticket and his fight for the re- 
publican nomination against Senator 
Pepper and Governor Pinchot, both 
dry, will be one of the test cam- 
paigns to determine the usefulness 
of opposition to prohibition 
political weapon. 

“Sobriety and temperance, the 
undoubted purposes of prohibition 
legislation, have not been improved 
by the Volstead law but on the 
contrary there has been a remark- 
able increase of drunkenness and 
a crime wave so general as to startle 
the countrv,’’ Vare said.

Prior to opening of debate on the 
bond bill, the house confirmed its ac- 
tion of Tuesday in voting down the 
Harris bill to increase the gasoline 
tax to 5 cents. Representative Har- 
ris, of Jefferson, author of the bill, 
asked unanimous consent that the aec- 
tion of the committee of the whole, 
which voted 101 to 40 against the 
bill, be accepted. There was no ob- 
jection. 

Representative Lawton, of Chatham, 
one of the authors of the constitu- 
tional amendment, which proposed to 
submit to the people the proposal to 
issue $70,000,000 in state road bonds 
—interest to be paid and bonds re- 
tired out of the revenue from gasoline 
and motor vehicle taxes——spoke for al- 
most an hour in support of the 
measure. 

He declared that under the bond 
plan the state-aid road system will 
be paved within ten years and that 
the money will then be available to 
reimburse counties for the county 
bond issues they have already ex- 
pended on the state roads. 

“Kyery time a county contributes 
either money or labor for construction 
of a state-aid road, the highway de- 
partment issues a certificat@é of in- 
debtedness, under provisions of the 
present law, which provides that the 
county shall be reimbursed after the 
state road system is completed,’ he 
said. 

Points Out Advantages. 

Mr. Lawton quoted statements made 
by Stanley S. Bennet and John R. 
Phillips, two of the three members 
of the highway board, before the 
committee on constitutional amend- 
ments, to the effect that under the 
pay-as-you-go plan it will take from 
20 to SO years to complete the sys- 
tem. He stated that the bonded coun- 
ties will be reimbursed in 10 years 
under the bond plan, whereas they 
will have to wait 30 years under the 
present system. 

He also asserted that with the $70.,- 
000,000 bond issue, there will be am- 
ple revenue during the next 10 vears 
to pave the entire 6,500 miles of the 
state-aid system, primary- roads with 
the highest type concrete paving, and 
secondary roads with lower cost as- 
phalt paving. He said that by using 
the bond money and other road con- 
struction revenue for seven years and 
by not attempting to retire any bonds 
for the first ten years, the roads will 
all be built in that time. He cited 
tremendous saving to motorists both 
in upkeep and depreciation of their 
cars, as well as in convenience and 
passability of the roads. 

He also urged the members to pass 
the bond issue in order that the coun- 
ties would not have to divert their 
own financial resources from. the 
building and upkeep of their lateral 
roads, as they are forced to do under 
the present system of matching of 
county funds with state funds. He 
said that “the one cent of gasoline tax 
allocated to counties is intended for 
these lateral roads and said that when 
they use this money to match state 
funds for state-aid highway building, 
they are robbing their lateral roads 
anl working an injustice on the great 
majority of their citizens who live 
upon them.”

change. Keaction against the unpopu- 
lar Volstead law is sweeping the coun- 
try. All but the impractical militant 
dry champions now appear to realize 
that if the prohibition amendment is 
to be made the success intended, the 
enabling legislation must be changed 
and more moderate means introduced. 

“The sale of beer and light wines 
would provide a practical solution of 


the present ills. It would reduce the 
rigors of unenforcible prohibition. It 
would wipe out the market for poison- 
ous substitutes and provide the govern- 
ment with the opportunity to carry 
the real purpose of the eighteenth 
amendment into effect.” 

Vare read figures supplied by Wil- 
liam B. Wills, superintendent of po- 
lice in Philadelphia, showing that ar- 
rests for intoxication and _ habitual 
drunkenness decreased from 39,024 in 
1910 to 20,443 in 1920 when the Vol- 
stead act became effective, and then 
they jumped to 58,617 in 1925. 

“Has the population increased that 
fast in Philadelphia?” asked Senator 
Reed, of Missouri. 

“Not quite,” replied Vare, laugh. 
ingly. 

No more than eight deaths from 
alcoholism were reported in any one 
year between 1913 and 1920 in Phil- 
adelphia. But in 1921 there were 45 
deaths and this figure increased to 
23S in 1925. 

Discussing the cost «f prohibition 
enforcement Vare said $25,000,000 a 
year is being spent by the federal 
government alone. Real enforcement 
would cost 8650,000,000 a year, he 
added. 

Law Seen as Menace. 

“The greatest single menace 
fronting the United States is the 
existence of ie Volstead act,” said 
Alfred J. Valley, for five years a 
judge of the court of general sessions 
in New York. 

He said his observations in crimi- 
nal conditions there had convinced 
him that prohibition is responsible 
for a general wreak in the respect for 
law. 

“This is the most lawless country 
ir the world,” Judge Talley said.

“I am 73 years old, I have never 
been drunk but I feel that a drink of 
liquor when I feel a cold coming on 
is indispensable and I haven’t had a 
cold in three years, because I laid in 
a supply,” he said. 

“Persons who deny themselves al- 
cohol get their stimulation through 
starches and sugar.” 

Maxim gave a scientific explanation 
of the medicinal value of alcohol. 


‘“There’s many a child today who 
would be dead if its nursing mother 
hadn’t had beer to drink.” Maxim said. 

Omission of the word alcoholic from 
the phrase “intoxicating beverages,” 
would under a strict scientific inter- 
pretatiagn forbid coffee, tea, ginger 
ale or anything else consumed in 
apres to produce a toxic effect on 
the system, according to Maxim. 


Makes People Brewers. 

“Prohibition has made the boys and 
girls brewers,” he added. 

“I was in England three months 
and never saw a drunken man, but 
when I got back here a man met me 
at the boat and he was drunk,” Maxim 
said as the spectators roared. “Il saw 
four drunken men here in the first 
two days I was back, more than I 
saw in three months in England.”

PROHIBITION FUTILE 
DECLARES’ BUCKNER. 
BY RAYMOND CLAPPER. 

Washington, April 7.—Demoralized 
prohibition enforcement, sagging in 
corruption and futile labor against the 
power of a $3,600,000,000 bootleg fn- 
dustry in New York was described 
Wednesday for the senate judiciary 
subcommittee by Emory R. Buckner, 
U. S. district attorney for the south- 
ern New York district. 

With figures and graphic descrip- 
tion, Buckner laid before the astonish- 
ed senators a story of the failure of 
prohibition enforcement in Nev York 
that stands as the most discouraging 
picture that has yet been produced in 
the wet and dry controversy. 

Buckner said that: 

Prohibition cannot be nforced in 
New York so long as juries are bribed 
by bootlegger fixers who infest the 
corridors of the courtrooms, 

Sixty million gallons of diverted al- 
cohol get into the New York bootleg 
trade every year, an increase of 50 
per cent over a year ago, representing 
a sale price of $3,600,000,000. 

Alcohol Impure. 
Of 50,000 samples analyzed in two

Buckner said the alcoho! squad in 
New York has effected a miracle in 
suppressing industrial alcohol which 
has been sneaked out of some plants 
through secret pipelines. 

“Don’t you ever seize any good li- 
quor?”’ asked Reed 

Contains Poison. 

“T don't say the liquor is poisonous 
but it contains denaturing impuri- 
ties,’’ replied Buckner. “The degree 
of impurity depends largely upon the 
conscience and technique of the boot- 
legger.’ 

“You don’t think a man who would 
cheat in withdrawing liquor would 
hesitate to put a little water in it 
do you?’’ Reed inquired.

NEW VOLSTEAD ACT 
AMENDMENT URGED. 

Washington, April 7.—(4)—An ad- 
ditional amendment to the Volstead 
act was offered today by Senator 
Edge, republican, New Jersey, one of 
the wet leaders who obtained the pres- 
ent senate inquiry into conditions un- 
der national prohibition. 

It would permit each state to define 
for itself the meaning of the words 
“intoxicating in fact” as used in the 
prohibition amendment and would pro- 
vide drastic penalties for persons con- 
victed of shipping into any state any 
beverage prohibited by such state as 
“intoxicating liquor.” 

Penalties proposed are not more 
than 10 years in the penitentiary or 
fines eaneing from $10,000 to $100,000 
or th. 

This amendment supplements one 
previously offered by Senator Edge 
under which the Volstead act would 
be so changed as to permit the sale of 
beverages “non-intoxicating in fact,” 
in those states which had not pre- 
scribed a percentage of alcohol limita- 
tion in their own state codes, 


WHEELER AND COUZENS

Washingten, April 7.—(#)—While 
the wets and drys are contending in 
the prohibition hearings before the 
senate prohibition committee, Senator 
Couzens, republican, Michigan, and 
Wayne B. Wheeler, of the Anti-Saloon 
league, have developed a real side 
feud. 

Senator Couzens referred to Mr. 
Wheeler today as a man who could not 
testify before a committee of which he 
was chairman and Mr. Wheeler re- 
torted by saying the senator was a 
“five per cent beer advocate from a 
dry state.”

WILKINS MAKES 


NEW POLAR RECORD 


BY FREDERICK LEWIS EARP. 
(Copyright, 1926, by The Constitution and 
North American Newspaper Alliance) 

Fairbanks, Alaska, April 7.—Cap- 
tain George Hubert Wilkins, com- 
mander of the Detroit Arctic expedi- 
tion, is in flight for the expedition’s 
base here after having successfully ac- 
complished the longest sustained flight 
into the arctic and penetrating 70 
miles into the unexplored area of the 


polar basin. 

Captain Wilkins’ dash into the un- 
known region was made last Wednes- 
day when flying over Point Barrow 
on what had started that morning at 
Fairbanks as a freight carrying jour- 
ney, he directed Pilot Ben Fielson to 
continue northward over the sea. 

The monoplane Alaskan, flown by 
Captain Wilkins and Pilot Eielson, re- 
turned to the local landing field at 
12:10 p. m. today, Fairbanks time. 

“From Barrow, the first few miles 
out,” the commander reported, “we 
found comparatively smooth ice. Then 
came rough area stretching as far as 
we could see in every direction, brok- 
en by leads of water on all sides. 
At 73 degrees and 30 minutes north, 
flving at 7.000 feet, we turned back. 
The visibility was good. We saw no 
land.” 

Perfect Landing Made. 

A perfect landing was made at 
Point Barrow at about 2:50 p. m. 
Inclement weather and drifting snow 
prevented the explorers from taking 
off from Point Barrow for Fairbanks. 
Captain Wilkins was able to report 
his safe landing by radio but damage 
to the generator of his plane radio 
set cut off complete communication,

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SEEN BY CHEMIST 


Tulsa, Okla., April 7.—()—Vis- 
ious of synthetic beefsteaks produced 
at a cost of five cents a pound were 
conjured before the eyes of members 
of the American Chemical society to- 
day by Dr. David Wesson of: New 
York, chemical director of the South- 
ern Cotton Oil company. The society 
is holding its 71st annual convention 
here, 

Synthetic hash, built around a base 
of cottonseed meal, already has been 
produced by Dr. Wesson, who asserts 
it is indistinguishable in taste from 
the boarding house “piece de resis- 
tance.” Although he confesses that 
he always will have a partiality for 
porterhouse and ‘T-bones of animal 
origin, the chemist believes that the 
artificial meat can be produced at a 
cost of about one-fortieth that of ac- 
tual beef in proportion to cotton con- 
tent. 

“Analysis of cottonseed indicates 
the presence of considerable protein, 
so that it is possible after removing 
the oil and other products to obtain 
a substance containing about 55 per 
cent of protein. This would make 
a good meat substitute, with cotton- 
seed meal costing $50 per ton and 
carrying 50 per cent of protein we 
ean get 1,000. pounds of proteoin for 
$50, or at a cost of about five cents 
per pound. 

“Beefsteak, which contains 20 per 
cent of protein and sells for 40 éents 
per pound, so we are paying $2 per 
pound for the protein. Synthetic beef- 


steak js almost within the reach of the 
research chemist.”

But while there are many 
accounts which did show large paper 
profits now showing real or paper 
losses, there are more accounts where 
traders “got their hat back’ with 
some profits. 

Therefore the question arises as to 
what will be done with this money. 
People here whose opinion based on 
past performance counts for something 
are of the belief that the low average 
price for the year for 50 stocks has 
not yet been made; that some stocks 
which are still selling too high will 
decline but that the declines will he 
more orderly than those recently wit- 
nessed because there wil] be short cov- 
ering and also good buying of stocks 
which are now selling too low. From 
now on easier money is also expected 
to be a big factor in the stock market. 

There are good reasons for believing 
that some of the managers of stock 
pools had much to do with the violent 
decline in the stock market by selling 
their own stocks short. For example, 
say a pool had a large line of stock at 
an average cost of $50 a share. Feeling 
that the market was going lower, the 
pool managers decided to sell borrow- 
ed stock short as a hedge against the 
long stock held. If the price of this 
borrowed stock sold at $50 declined 
say from 50 to 40 and was then coy- 
ered, there would be no loss in the de- 
cline, whereas on the recovery from 
40 there would be a profit. Short cov- 
ering of this sort is expected to help 
the stock market.

Corn closed at 1 cent to 
1 5-8 cent advance, oats 3-8 cent to 
1-2 cent up and provisions varying 
from unchanged figures to a rise of 
5 cents. 

Although aggressive selling brought 
about numerous setbacks in wheat, 
an upward trend developed whenever 
the selling pressure relaxed. Opinion 
was general that most of the offerings 
were made with a purpose of replace- 
ment on declines, but this plan appar- 
ently proved to be more difficult than 
had been expected, and traders who 
were short of wheat were forced to 
bid up the market rapidly in order to 
even their accounts. 

Firmness of Liverpool quotations, to- 
gether with delay to seeding of spring 
wheat northwest, had considerable ef- 
fect toward keeping the wheat market 
here pointed upward. A decrease of 
3,982,000 bushels in the world’s avail- 
able wheat supply was also given some 
notice: On the other hand no export 
business of consequence developed in 
North American wheat, notwith- 
standing that Liverpool May was 
 1-4de over Chicago, the widest dif- 
ference in some tiie.
